Identify  and  provide  detail  as  much  as  possible  the  source,  amount,  and  expected  duration  of 
funds  that  are  used  to  provide  services.  The  format  of  the  spreadsheet  previously  provided  was 
very  good  in  that  it  detailed  funding  by  our  service  categories.  This  was  very  helpful.  The 
Work  Group  is  most  interested  in  identifying  those  funds  and  sources  in  the  column  entitled 
"HIV  Health  Services  -  All  Funding  Sources."  There  is  detail  on  CARE  Act  Funds  from  Title  1 
and  II.  but  there  is  not  sufficient  detail  on  the  approximately  $10  million  that  makes  up  the 
remainder  of  this  total  amount. 
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Staff  is  to  send  an  e-mail  outlining  this  request  with  copies  to  Michelle  Long  and  other  AIDS 
Office  parties  of  interest  as  well  as  the  committee.  The  committee  is  requesting  an  outline  of  the 
requested  information  by  the  next  Work  Group  Meeting. 


Discussion  of  Presentation  of  Information  to  Planning  Council 

The  Council  presentation  should  include  the  information  from  Erik  Mezak,  Staff  research  as 
previously  outlined  and  sufficient  time  for  council  discussion  to  provide  a  context  for  the 
information.  Staff  should  include  an  historical  perspective  of  CARE  Act  funding  and  how 
general  funds  and  other  funds  have  made  up  the  differences  in  cuts.  As  much  as  possible,  the 
presentation  should  correspond  to  council  service  categories.  A  basic  outline  of  the  presentation 
will  include: 

CARE  Act  Title  I  and  II  Funds 

Other  Federal  Funds  including  other  portions  of  the  CARE  Act 

Detail  on  other  funds  through  the  AIDS  Office  including  general  funds  and  other  grant 
sources 

Foundation  and  private  donations  to  organizations
